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Concerns over gypsy site plans 


A LEADING town and county councillor fears that 
Bridport could soon be faced with its own “Dale 
Farm” if plans for proposed gypsy and traveller sites 
get the go ahead. 

All Dorset planning authorities are working together 
with the Dorset County Council to produce a Devel¬ 
opment Plan Document (DPD) that will allocate per¬ 
manent and transit sites to meet the county’s needs for 
the next 15 years. 

West Dorset District Council (WDDC) met yester¬ 
day to endorse the planned public consultation process 
later this year - when local people will have the 
chance to give their views on suggested sites. 
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Over the last year, consultants Baker Associates have 
been working to identify and assess potentially suit¬ 
able locations against strict criteria, before drawing up 
a shortlist of options for each council. 

The draft DPD has shortlisted 12 potential sites, in¬ 
cluding Bridport’s Lilac Farm, which has previously 
been rejected as a site for the Waste Transfer Station. 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wallace said: “It’s 
ridiculous, I don’t know why they just keep pushing 
this forward. When that site was proposed for the 
waste transfer station it was rejected due to the dan- 
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gers of access and egress, surely that still holds true 
for a travellers’ site?” 

The DPD estimates 20 residential and 22 transit 
pitches need to be found in West Dorset to accommo¬ 
date the travelling community. However, the report 
suggests West Dorset would have to look at green belt 
land for more potential sites to help meet growth over 
the next 17 years. 

In recent weeks the issue of traveller sites has hit the 
headlines with the ongoing high profile eviction of 
residents at Dale Farm traveller site in Essex. 

Councillor Wallace fears that Bridport could see 
scenes si mil ar to those at Dale Farm, if the proposed 
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sites get the go ahead and are not then managed prop¬ 
erly. 

“We have to make sure we don’t have another Dale 
Farm on our hands, because we have all seen what has 
been happening in Essex,” he said. 

“We need to have reassurances that this site won’t 
expand and get out of control. If travellers do move in 
they would need to become part of the local commu-

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Young councillor's campaign 
helps spur on road repairs 


A PETITION to see a dangerous Bridport road resur¬ 
faced, led by Bridport’s youngest town councillor, has 
seen results. 

Work to resurface St Swithins Road began on Mon¬ 
day (September 26) after a number of years of cam¬ 
paigning from Bridport Town Councillors. 

When concerns were raised about the road last year 
councillors were told that any roadwork’s would be 
put on hold until after the completion of the Dibdin 
View housing development. 

After being elected in May this year, Bridport Town 
Councillor Lauren Glover took up the fight and led a 
petition to see the road resurfaced. 

Councillor Glover said: “When I said I was standing 
for the council people told me the first thing I should 
do was get St Swithins Road fixed. It’s great that the 
county engineers have brought it forward in response 
to our petition.” 

Leader of Bridport Town Council, Councillor Martin 
May, said: “We’ve all been going on about this for 
years with no result and then along comes a new coun¬ 
cillor, Lauren Glover, who gets it done straight away. 
I think that’s excellent, and very encouraging for all 
of us.” 

Councillor Karl Wallace said the result had been 
down to a “team effort” from councillors over the 
years. 

“It’s good news. Everybody has worked together on 
this, including councillor Glover who led the petition 
to get this done,” he said.

nity and not alienate themselves, and that would in¬ 
clude paying their taxes. 

“We don’t want it to become another Dale Larm, it 
needs to be discussed properly with all the relevant 
councils. That means Loders Parish Council, Bothen- 
hampton and Walditch Parish Councils and Bridport 
Town Council, and then we need to have a public con¬ 
sultation to see if this is actually what the people 
want.” 

WDDC are the first of Dorset’s six borough and dis¬ 
trict councils, plus the two unitary authorities of 
Bournemouth and Poole, to consider the DPD. 

If members approve the consultation, local residents, 
businesses, interest groups and travelling communities 
will be invited to find out more and have their say on 
the potential site options for each area. A series of pub¬ 
lic exhibitions are planned, supported by an online 
questionnaire and comments form. 

Robert Gould, Dorset County Council’s Cabinet 
member for environment, said: “This issue presents 
challenges for us all but we cannot solve the ongoing 
problem of unauthorised camping and development 
unless we have a planning policy that gives greater 
certainty for both settled and travelling communities. 

“By working in partnership with all Dorset councils 
I hope we will be better placed to identify the best pos¬ 
sible locations for sites that will help to meet the needs 
of gypsies and travellers who move across local coun¬ 
cil boundaries.”

“Everybody has been putting pressure on to get this 
done and it has paid off. They have been promising 
this for donkey’s years and that stretch of road has be¬ 
come very dangerous for bikers and cyclists, and it’s 
damaging to the underneath of cars, so it’s great to fi¬ 
nally see it being done.” 

Dorset Highways construction manager Adrian Nor- 
combe said: “Over the last two severe winters, the car¬ 
riageway of St Swithins Road has deteriorated rapidly. 
This has resulted in a series of potholes developing, 
which have required repeated visits by maintenance 
crews. 

“In April 2011, the county council received £2.7 mil¬ 
lion from central Government through its winter dam¬ 
age fund. Since then, highways officers have been 
prioritising sites for inclusion in a resurfacing pro¬ 
gramme to address sites that contain clusters of defects 
that have required continual or repeated repairs. 

“St Swithins Road has been identified as a site that 
falls within the criteria.” 

“The work could not have been carried out at this 
time without the additional 

£2.75m from the Government. The town council’s 
petition was received while 

design work on the scheme was being carried out.” 

The adjoining roads to be re-surfaced are Eulbrooks 
Close, St Swithins Avenue, Broadmead Avenue, Arm¬ 
strong Road and part of Fulbrooks Lane.

'No excuse' has an effect 


DRIVERS seem to be behaving 
better after police figures for the 
countywide “no excuse” campaign 
showed that the number of bad or 
careless driving offences in Dorset 
appears to be falling. 

Statistics for the period January 
17th-August31st 2011 revealed 
9,545 offences, down 605 on the 
same period in 2010. Of these, a 
total of 5,962 offences were for Of¬ 
ficer Issued Tickets (OITs) with the 
remainder having been detected by 
the safety camera team. 

Police say the six per cent drop is 
“encouraging” and they are partic¬ 
ularly pleased that the percentage 
of those processed for not wearing 
seatbelts has dropped from 35 per 
cent to 23 per cent - 1,945 offend¬ 
ers down to 1,344 in 2011. 

A spokesman said: “Despite this 
welcome improvement in the past 
year we cannot become compla¬ 
cent as there have previously been 
collisions where unrestrained chil¬ 
dren have been thrown from the car 
and the restrained adult occupants 
have emerged unscathed while fel¬ 
low passengers who chose not to 
wear a seat belt have suffered life 
changing injuries. 

“Unfortunately, the percentage of 
tickets processed this year by ‘no 
excuse’ for driving while using a 
mobile phone remains unchanged - 
15 per cent - with 931 drivers put¬ 
ting their lives, as well as other 
road users and pedestrians’ lives, at 
risk.”

The spokesman added that offi¬ 
cers were still amazed at the risk 
drivers were willing to take such as 
a further twenty motorists driving 
while not in proper control of their 
vehicle or with their vision ob¬ 
scured. Additionally, a further 
twenty five drivers were processed 
for driving without valid insurance 
or MOT in July and August 2011. 

Dorset Police and its partners in 
Dorset Road Safe still maintain the 
drive to offer education options to 
dispose of traffic offences where 
possible rather than those caught 
facing fines and points or court ap¬ 
pearances and the associated costs. 
Those taking the education option 


see the benefits of the courses 
such as the Driver Awareness 
Scheme with many advocating 
that it should be a mandatory 
course for all drivers. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols 
said: “This year we are continu¬ 
ing to see a reduction in the num¬ 
ber of people killed and injured 
on our roads, although the num¬ 
ber of offences detected shows 
that there are still drivers pre¬ 
pared to put their own and other 
road users’ lives at risk through 
dangerous, careless, or selfish 
behaviour. 

“However, I am confident that 
the majority of drivers attending 
our courses emerge as safer driv¬ 
ers with a better understanding of 
the simple changes they can 
make to reduce the risk of injury 
or death.”

AWARD WINNER - Katherine Locke celebrates the 
British Street Food Award

STREET food traders, 
Jalopy Pizza, have been 
celebrated as one of the 
country’s best at a national 
awards ceremony and are 
now on course for a second 
honour. 

Earlier this month Jalopy 
Pizza beat more than 2,000 
entries to win the Best 
Snack Award at the British 
Street Food Awards, with 
their Pizza a la Puttanesca 
impressing a panel of es¬ 
teemed judges. 

In a separate competition 
the food traders have now 
been shortlisted in the 
small business category at 
the Open 4 Business 
awards. 

The British Street Food 
Awards were held at 
Jimmy’s Festival in Suf¬ 
folk earlier this month, 
where a judging panel in¬ 
cluding celebrity chef An¬ 
thony Worrall-Thompson 
and actress and cookbook 
author Fay Ripley chose 
their winners. 

Also on the panel were 
Jan Matthews, Head of 
Catering for Fondon 2012, 
and the director of inde¬ 
pendent caterer trade asso¬ 
ciation NCASS, Bob Fox. 
The panel was chaired by 
the founder of the British 
Street Food Awards, the 
food journalist and broad¬ 
caster Richard Johnson. 

Katherine said she was 
“completely over the 
moon” after winning the 
Best Snack Award. 

“At the beginning I was 
in it for pocket money, we 
just wanted to add another 
string to our bow, do some¬ 
thing that was fun, some¬ 
thing that was different and 
I had no ambition beyond 
that,” she said. 

“To win the award is 
amazing, it’s really 
boosted our confidence. 
When you’ve got Anthony 
Worrall-Thompson tasting 
your pizzas and telling you 
they’re very good and Fay 
Ripley saying it’s the best 
pizza she’s ever had, it’s 
very surreal.” 

Fess than three years 
ago, Jalopy Pizza’s Peu¬ 
geot J7 van was rotting 
away at the home of its 
French owner after 30 
years of service. 

After tracking it down on 
an online auction site, 
Katherine Focke and her 
partner Adrian Everitt res¬ 
cued the van and resur¬ 
rected it to its former glory. 

The resurrection process 
influencing the business 
name, with “Jalopy” being 
an American slang term 
that translates into English 
as “old banger”. 


Katherine said: “We 
bought the van for not very 
much money, it was just a 
heap of rust, it didn’t go, it 
didn’t do anything. 

“The owner was on the 
verge of retirement and 
had obviously not looked 
after it for the past few 
years, it was wintertime 
and he just wanted to get 
rid of it. He must have 
thought his ship had come 
in when these crazy Eng¬ 
lish people came along of¬ 
fering him good money for 
it. We resurrected it, which 
is part of our Jalopy ethos 
really, that sort of ‘make 
do and mend’ idea.” 

After weeks spent work¬ 
ing on dough and sauce 
recipes, as well as restor¬ 
ing the van, Katherine and 
Adrian held a trial night 
for the business. 

“I spent a long time per¬ 
fecting recipes and think¬ 
ing about how we would 
do it and many tears were 
shed trying to get every¬ 
thing right. I thought I’d 
kind of got it and so we in¬ 
vited friends and family to 
come and try it out,” said 
Katherine. 

“We thought it would be 
a really soft entry into it 
but half an hour in I was 
crying in the van, weeping. 
We couldn’t pick up the 
pizzas, the dough was all 
over the place, everything 


was burnt and our friends 
were trying to pretend it 
was lovely when it clearly 
was all horrible.” 

Jalopy Pizza began oper¬ 
ating at the St Michael’s 
Trading Estate to avoid 
council restraints on street 
trading. 

“When we first went 
down there was very little 
there and people thought 
we were mad but then peo¬ 
ple started coming and 
bringing their own wine 
and their own chairs and it 
became a really nice 
evening with people hang¬ 
ing out and those Friday 
nights were really busy 
and great fun.” 

Since then the business 
has gone from strength to 
strength. 

Jalopy Pizza have added 
a second van to their fleet 
and now operate at Pound- 
bury on a Wednesday 
night, Beaminster on a 
Thursday night and St 
Michael’s Trading Estate 
on a Friday Night, as well 
as taking bookings for pri¬ 
vate parties and events. 

Having herself survived 
breast cancer in 2007, 
Katherine is donating 50p 
to Cancer Research UK for 
every one of the award 
winning Puttanesca Pizzas 
sold during Breast Cancer 
Awareness month in Octo¬ 
ber.

A WEST Bay business is

The newly established 
business is co-owned by 
business partners Steve 
Tucker, Graham Dobney 
and Dave Parish. After 
having their license ap¬ 
plication approved Mr 
Tucker said he was keen 
to start staging events at 
the venue. 

“We have to consider 
the fact that we’ve got 


residents nearby so 
we’ve got to keep the 
noise levels externally 
down to a reasonable 
level, but we want local 
singers and artists to be 
performing here on a reg¬ 
ular basis,” he said. 

“We’d like to feature 
some classical music and 
we are considering a 
comedy club as well, we 


might run that once a 
week.” 

Mr Tucker believes that 
the venue can be part of 
the resort’s current re¬ 
generation and he is en¬ 
couraging other 

businesses to move to the 
area. 

“I think the local devel¬ 
opers and the councils 
have played their part by 


redeveloping the harbour 
and the beach area and so 
we need more businesses 
to come along and be¬ 
come part of that,” he 
said. 

“We’d like more busi¬ 
nesses to come to West 
Bay, we don’t see that as 
competition we see that 
as complimentary to 
what we’re doing. The 
more people we bring to 
West Bay as traders, the 


more we will all benefit 
from it and West Bay will 
benefit from it. It’s very 
much a community thing 
we are trying to get here. 

“With the cost of travel¬ 
ling abroad, why go there 
when you’ve got this on 
your doorstep. West Bay 
has got so much going for 
it, hopefully more people 
will come to this part of 
the country rather than 
shooting on past to Corn¬ 
wall.” 

Despite having big 
ideas about the future of 
tourism at West Bay, Mr 
Tucker hopes that the El¬ 
lipse Caffe bar can be¬ 
come a destination for 
local residents. 

“My impression is that 
West Bay tends to hiber¬ 
nate a little bit in the win¬ 
ter and we have already 
got a lot of positive reac¬ 
tion from people to the 
fact we will be open in 
the winter,” he said.

A BOOMING Bridport catering service is backing TV 
chefs The Hairy Bikers in their latest campaign to 
save a Great British institution - Meals on Wheels. 

In their latest TV series the celebrity chefs are racing 
to the rescue of the iconic institution of Meals on 
Wheels that at its height, delivered more than 34 mil¬ 
lion meals to the elderly and infirm. The four-part se¬ 
ries shows how over the last eight years, the number 
of Meals on Wheels delivered nationwide has plum¬ 
meted by more than a third, and highlights the im¬ 
portance of good food when caring for people in 
need.

■ THE following letter was sent in 
response to Nurse Executive Tim 
Archer's letter, which appeared in 
the View from Bridport on 
Wednesday, September 7th. 

In the letter Mr Archer said there 
was no link between the develop¬ 
ment of the St Ann's Hospital in 
Poole and the changes proposed 
at the Hughes Unit. 

WE have attended two meetings 
with Managers. The second one, re¬ 
ported in your pages is the one Mr 
Archer refers to. He was not present 
at either meeting. 

Concern was expressed by HUGS 
members about the likely impact on 
funds with the rebuilding of St Ann's 
Mental Health Hospital at Poole. 
There is no record that the managers 
made any response apart from not¬ 
ing the concern. Detailed minutes of 
this meeting were produced and a 
copy sent to the managers present; 
no amendments to these minutes 
have been requested. 

The first meeting we had was with 
the same managers augmented by 
the Deputy Director of Joint Com¬ 
missioning and Partnerships. We 
were presenting the results of a sta¬ 
tistical study on bed provision and 
need throughout Dorset 
Bournemouth and Poole. 

On discussing bed provision at St 


Ann's, there was embarrassed laugh¬ 
ter and we were told: "well actually 
St Ann's is going to be rebuilt". Later 
in the meeting the Deputy Director 
told us "There is no money this year, 
there may be some later". 

Since then we have downloaded 
from Poole Planning web site the 
planning application. It amounts to 
4,333 square metres of new build in 
two blocks and the renovation of an 
existing block of roughly half that 
area as well as the demolition and 
making good of a large block and 
other buildings. The site is at Sand 
Banks Poole, one of the most expen¬ 
sive pieces of real estate in the coun¬ 
try and the building works will 
involve works contracts worth mil¬ 
lions of pounds. 

Such a large project will have a 
major financial impact on the whole 
Trust, consisting as it now does of 
Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole. It 
will inevitably mean that funds will 
not be available for other services 
and/or that cuts will need to be 
made to existing services. As such 
the proposals should be subject to 
the most stringent scrutiny particu¬ 
larly in these times of NHS financial 
difficulties.

A PRIMEVAL swamp filled with plants 
from the time dinosaurs walked the earth 
has been created at Abbotsbury Subtropi¬ 
cal Gardens. 

The unusual landscape feature was in¬ 
spired by the Jurassic Coastline and fea¬ 
tures plants from around the globe. 

Steve Griffith, curator of Abbotsbury 
Subtropical Gardens, said: “The idea is to 
have plants that have been seen in fossils, 
ancient plants that have been on the earth 
since the Jurassic period 150 million years 
ago. 

“What we’ve got here now was once di¬ 
nosaur food. It’s amazing, really. The di¬ 
nosaurs have long since disappeared but 
these plants are still here. They’ve gone 
through massive changes of climate and 
temperature, adapted and survived.” 

The rare plants that make up the land¬ 
scape include a Wollemi pine, thought to 
be extinct but re-discovered in 1994 in a 
remote Australian valley, the Dawn Red¬ 
wood and medicinal Gingko from China, 


the scaly tree fern, Cyathea australis, and 
the hairy tree fern, Dicksonia fibrosa, and 
young Chilean Monkey Puzzle trees. 

The swamp is at the bottom of the Sub¬ 
tropical Gardens, in an area previously 
out-of-bounds to the public. Visitors have 
to cross a boardwalk and a bridge to reach 
it. 

Mr Griffith said the swamp showed that 
gardens did not have to be conventional. 

“One of the beauties of this is its foliage. 
It’s evergreen. You don’t have to rely on 
colours and flowers. You can get the at¬ 
mosphere of a garden with shape, and 
form, and texture, with leaf.” 

The swamp is a follow-up to Abbotsbury 
Subtropical Gardens’ appearance at 
Chelsea Flower Show in 2006, where Mr 
Griffith and his team planted a Jurassic 
Coast Garden, which won a silver medal 
and came second in the popular vote. Ab¬ 
botsbury worked with garden developers 
Marshall James of Beaminster and Dorset 
and Devon County Councils.

Keep your toilets dean! There is no excuse! 


A few simple and 
proactive steps 
can make all the 
difference when clean¬ 
ing your toilet.

Weymouth beer festival 
set to be the'best ever' 


THE October Beer Festival will be the best ever in 
Weymouth, "bigger and better"say local Campaign 
for Real Ale (CAMRA) members. 

Around 62 casks of real ale and 10 of real cider have 
been ordered as the traditional Octoberfest moves 
location to the Ocean Room at Weymouth Pavilion, 
on Friday 7th and Saturday 8th October. 

The festival has been hosted by Brewers Quay for 
the past eight years, but closure of that venue earlier 
this year has forced a move. 

"I believe Weymouth Pavilion is going to be an 
even better venue," comments CAMRA West Dorset 
chairman Dave Harris. 

"The Ocean Room is quite a lot bigger, more spa¬ 
cious, with much more seating. One of the difficul¬ 
ties at Brewers Quay was the lack of room and the 
need for most drinkers to stand-up. 

"Moving to the Ocean Room will enable us to in¬ 
crease the numbers attending by 25 per cent. The 
views across the bay will be an added bonus to those 
visiting from all over the country!" 

"We were well looked after at Brewers Quay," says 
CAMRA spokesman Michel Hooper-lmmins/'butthe 
Pavilion is easier to reach and the new Park & Ride 
bus stops just outside. 

"We are confident Octoberfest at the Pavilion will 
be bigger and better, putting money into the com¬ 
plex at the same time - helping to keep it open for 
the town." 

As has been the custom at previous Octoberfests, 
a live band will play every evening, but lunchtimes 
will be quiet and music-free! 

There are 250 tickets on sale for each lunchtime 
session and 400 for each evening session on October 
7th and 8th. The Pavilion will be selling a full range 
of snacks at all sessions. 

Among the 62 real ales ordered specially for the 
Octoberfest are eight from Cornwall, nine from 
Dorset, 11 from Wiltshire, 15 from Somerset and 19 
from Devon. 

A number of beer styles are represented, including 
a rare barley wine from the cask - Devon 10DER - 
brewed in Bideford and normally only sold in bottles. 
At 10 per cent ABV, it is two and a half times the 
strength of best bitter! 

The famed Spingo Middle is brewed at the Blue An¬ 
chor in Helston, a venerable Cornish brew-pub dat¬ 


ing back to the 15th century. 

Among the nine real ales from 
Dorset brewers is the strong Tally Ho 
from Palmers in Bridport, Legwarmer 
Ginger from the Dorset Piddle Brewery 
at Piddlehinton and Badger First Gold 
from Hall & Woodhouse at Blandford 
St Mary - which recently won the re¬ 
gional CAMRA Champion Beer of 
Britain silver award. 

Being brewed specially for the festi¬ 
val is Blackberry Mild, being made by 
CAMRA member Paul Smith at his 
Gillingham microbrewery. This will be 
the first time that a mild has been 
brewed in Dorset for many years and 
having won the Beer of the Festival 
Award at Weymouth last October and 
Dorchester this February with his Elder 
Sarum beer, brewer Paul Smith will be 
looking to achieve the hat trick! 


Other Dorset beers include Portland 
Bill Porter from the Dorset Brewing Co 
at Crossways, Harvest Pale Ale from 
the Isle of Purbeck brewery at Stud- 
land and 6d IPA from the new Six¬ 
penny Handley brewery. 

Divided into two sessions on both 
the Friday and Saturday from 11 am to 
3pm and from 6pm to 11 pm, admis¬ 
sion costs only £3 for a lunchtime ses¬ 
sion and £4 in the evening, including 
a free festival glass to take home. 

In the last two years, all four sessions 
have been sold out, so it is essential to 
buy tickets in advance from West 
Dorset CAMRA online at www.camra 
wdorset.org.uk, from The Boot pub in 
Weymouth,The Blue Raddle in Dorch¬ 
ester, from the Weymouth Pavilion box 
office or by telephoning Dave Harris at 
01305 772286. 


Pharaoh exhibition means 
temporary museum closure 

A NEW blockbuster exhibition from the British Museum, Pharaoh: King of Egypt, 
is coming to Dorset County Museum in October. It is the largest ever UK loan of 
Egyptian objects from the British Museum. 

The exhibition will open on Saturday, October 15th but the bulk of the artefacts 
will be arriving on Monday, October 3rd which will result in the museum having 
to close for that one day. 

The team at Dorset County Museum apologise for this closure but would en¬ 
courage everyone to come to the exhibition to see the results, which promise 
to be spectacular. 

Part of a national tour, Pharaoh: King of Egypt tells the story of the ancient 
kings of Egypt. The exhibition includes over 130 amazing objects, many of which 
have never been seen outside London, from a life-sized royal tomb guardian 
from the Valley of the Kings, to intricate gold jewellery, granite statues and 5,500 
year-old bread. 

Neil MacGregor, Director of the British Museum said: "This exhibition is a fan¬ 
tastic example of collaboration between the British Museum and its partners 
across the UK." 

The exhibition runs until January 22nd 2012.

Archive film of West Bay goes 
live on Close Encounters website 


A SILENT melodrama about drug smug¬ 
gling at West Bay features on a new web¬ 
site, alongside modern-day interviews 
with local people. 

The Close Encounters media trail takes 
people on a journey of the resort as seen 
through the eyes of a group of amateur 
actors in the 1930s and through the mi¬ 
crophone of journalist Margery Hook¬ 
ings. 

The film is Dope Linder Thorncombe, 
made by hairdresser Frank Trevett and 
his family and friends, which was set to a 
new musical score by Rachel Leach in 
2009. 

Trevor Bailey, director of the Windrose 
Rural Media Trust, which created the 
website, said:"It was shot on 9.5mm film, 
the amateur's favourite film choice in the 
1930s. It was an amazing project for local 
people to take on and has been crying 
out to be given its own special music and 
to be seen more widely." 


The film, accompanied by a live per¬ 
formance of the new score, was seen by 
an enthusiastic audience at Bridport Arts 
Centre and Burton BradstockVillage Hall 
last year. It can now be viewed on the 
Close Encounters website where there 
are also photographs and audio inter¬ 
views with local people who have special 
links to West Bay. 

These include Arthur Watson, from the 
Riverside Restaurant, who talks about 
the build-up to the D-Day landings when 
American troops were stationed at West 
Bay, Margaret Grundell, who has been 
serving ice creams on the seafront for 
more than four decades and Jo Hawker, 
whose family have been involved in fish¬ 
ing for generations.

Bridport still a work in progress 


STRANGE to say but, of the eight clubs I cover, only one, 
Dorchester had a home game on Saturday last. As I had 
watched them just two weeks ago I did not feel that I could 
inflict my presence on them twice in such a short space of 
time, and therefore decided to make the short journey to 
Yeovil, and to take in Bridport's game at Ivel. 

IVEL BARBARIANS 24 BRIDPORT 10 

THERE was a considerable breeze blowing down the Ivel Bar¬ 
barians' ground and the home side chose to play with it at 
their backs in the first-half. 

The first ten minutes really belonged to them and they had 
a chance to cross the whitewash, only for the final pass to be 
knocked on. 

They won a penalty in the Bridport twenty two also and 
perhaps should have done a little better with the place kick. 
They were awarded a second penalty after 10 minutes' play, 
only to see their kick rebound from an upright and, although 
Bridport were living a little dangerously at this stage, the first 
ten minutes remained scoreless.

"He once again jumped very well but the ground was actually 
much softer than they claimed. Having been used during the 
summer, the surface has become badly chewed up through 
watering, and although the surface was flat, it was sticky and 
he eventually tired and choked badly. He has had one operation, 
but with the weather forecast to be good for the next few days 
we may give him another run with a tongue tie. Failing that we 
may have to look at another operation during the winter. 

"He really needs firmer ground and could benefit from a more 
galloping track, despite the fact he has won at Newton Abbot." 

Ethiopia meanwhile was well placed just behind the leaders 
and briefly moved into second as they started to turn for home, 
but could not match the first three for speed but ran on well to 
finish fourth. 

"He jumped well and ran up to his handicap, but the race is a 
step up in grade for both horses. They have both had wonderful 
summers but the handicapper if he does his job correctly always 
wins." 

Ethiopia has won four of his eight races during the last five 
months and been placed in two others, whilst Cullahill has won 
three of his nine races and been placed in four others. 

Mister Matt meanwhile has been entered for a Grade 4 race 
at Bangor-on-Dee on Thursday, or may wait 24 hours for a 
Grade 2 race at Fontwell Park providing he is not balloted out, 
where Ballygulleen may well also take another step towards fit¬ 
ness.

WESTON-super-Mare won this FA Cup rehearsal at a can¬ 
ter as a misfiring Magpies failed to show any of their re¬ 
cent good form on a damp and miserable evening at The 
Avenue.
